Colorado watershed.  It participated in In re Hopi Priority, the case that dealt with the 
priority dates for a portion of the Hopi Tribe’s water claims including claims at issue in this 
contested case.   Counsel for the Arizona State Land Department stated that it will be able to 
meet the deadlines set in this case.   Thus, the requested intervention will not unduly delay 
or prejudice the adjudication of the Hopi Tribe’s water rights at issue.
